Seed Test Results 


The following is a progress report 
on germination and disease tests, 

Alberta—216 samples of wheat 
were received from Alberta of which 
9.3% germinated 64% or less. 
(8.1% of the 485 oat samples were 
in the same class, as were 20.2% 
of the 242 barley samples. 

Saskatchewan—The wheat to date 
has germinated reasonably well with 
only 6.6% of the 655 samples fall- 
ing below the 65% level. The oat 
and barley samples have not germ- 
inated nearly so well, 11% of the 
373 samples of outs, and 14.2% of 
the 155 samples of barley have 
been below 65%. 

Too few Manitoba samples (49) 
have heen received to indicate the 
value of farmers grain lots for seed 
purposes, » 

aps prepared by plotting the 
origin of samples germinating less 
than 65% indicate that Alberta 
farmers located in the Red Deer, 
Chancellor, Calgary triangle would 
be well advised to have their seed 
grain tested for germination. In 
Saskatchewan inferior wheat lots 
are noted in the area west of a line 
connecting North Battleford and 
Biggar, while inferior oat and bar- 
ley samples have been received from 
scattered points in the northern 
half of the agricultural area of the 
province, 2 

This year, for the firet time, 
‘wheat samples have been tested for 
covered smut. Of those received 
from Alberta (247 samples), 17.8% 
require treatment for smut, while 
118% of the 839 Saskatchewan 
samples should be treated for this 
disease, Manitoba farmers have 
only submitted 29 samples, three 
of which require treatment for 
smut. 

The above figures indicate that 
farmers of Western Canada should 


not place undue faith in their seed 
grain until it has reliable 
tests. a

DISSOLUTION OF THE Combined Producticn and Resources Board 
and of the Combined Raw Materials Board at the beginning of the New 
Year has drawn attention to the important service rendered by these and 
other combined boards during the critical war years. It is expected that 
the Combined Food Board which was associated with the other two boards 
in the stupendous and complicated task of distributing materials and supply 
for the Allied armies, and also to the civilian population of the United 
Nations will be dissolved before the end of 1946. Formed early in the war, 
these organizations had their headquarters in the United States, and they 
represented a co-operative effort among nations which should point the 
way to further efforts of this kind in the new peacetime economy of 
the world.

South Africa's Problem | 


Queues Form For Hours To Get 
Ration Of Butter 


Butter is so scarce in Durban that 
queues form at midnight, last until 
10 or 11 o’clock in the morning and 
even then the majority go away 
empty-handed. 

The butter scarcity is one of sev- 
eral food problems affecting South 
Africa, which is suffering from the 
most serious meat shortage in years. 
The meat scarcity is attributed by 
Officials to drought, increased con- 
sumption and large-scale outbreaks 
of cattle diseases. 

Government authorities have made 
it an offence to have more than a 
week's supply of butter or enough 
sugar, condensed milk, tea and rice 
for a menth. Rice also is scarce. 

In Johannesburg hotel proprietors 
are finding it difficult to provide 


enough food for their resident guests. 
Butter is not available in most cases 
except for breakfast.
